As such, 

we request that you promptly approve Governor DeSantis’ request for emergency protective 

measures for Bay, Calhoun, Citrus, Dixie, Escambia, Franklin, Gadsden, Gilchrist, Gulf, Homes, 

Jackson, Jefferson, Lafayette, Leon, Levy, Liberty, Manatee, Okaloosa, Santa Rosa, Taylor, 

Wakulla, Walton, and Washington Counties.

As such, we urge you to approve the 

State of Florida’s request for emergency protective measures that will provide the assistance
